The regul ar neeting of the Wllnmar Gty Council was called to order by the
Honor abl e Mayor Lester Heitke. Menbers present on a roll call were Mayor Heitke,
Counci| Menbers Verna Kelly, Denis Anderson, Ron Christianson, Bruce DeBli eck,
Dougl as Reese, Nancy Houl ahan, Ji m Dokken, and Rick Fagerlie; Present 9, Absent
0.

Al'so present were City Adm nistrator Mchael Schmt, Cty Attorney R chard
Ronni ng, Public Wrks Director Mel Gdens, Finance Director Steven Ckins, Planning
and Devel oprment Services Director Bruce Peterson, Police Chief JimKulset, and
City Cerk Kevin Halliday.

An addition to the Agenda included the Park and Leisure Services Board
M nut es.

Counci| Menber Kelly offered a notion adopting the Consent Agenda, which
i ncl uded the follow ng: City Council Mnutes of Septenber 15, Rice Hospital
Board M nutes of Septenber 15, Municipal Wilities Conmission Mnutes of
Sept enber 13 and 27, Human Ri ghts Conmi ssion Mnutes of May 18 and July 20, and
Kandi yohi Area Transit Board Mnutes of Septenber 8, 1999; and Mayoral
reappoi ntment of Lee Durst to the Police Civil Service Comm ssion. Counci |
Menmber Reese seconded the notion, which carried.

The Mayor and Council discussed ItemNo. 5 regarding CGvic Center ice rates
of the Park and Leisure Services Board M nutes. Council Menber Kelly noved to
refer the matter of Civic Center rate increases to the Finance Commttee for
consi deration. Council Menber Reese seconded the notion, which carried. Council
Menber Kelly noved to approve the Park and Leisure Services Board M nutes of
Cctober 5, 1999, with Council Menber Reese seconding the notion, which carried.

At 7:04 p.m Mayor Heitke opened a hearing to consider an authorizing
resolution for the Gty s proposed Year 2000 tax rate. Gty Admnistrator Schmt
expl ai ned to the Mayor and Council that a new law in the 1999 Omi bus Tax Bill
requires cities to hold a public hearing and adopt a resolution before any
increase in the tax rate may be al |l owed. There being no one present to speak
for or against the authorizing resolution, Mayor Heitke closed the hearing at
7:05 p.m

Resolution No. 1 was introduced by Council Menber Kelly, seconded by
Counci| Menber Christianson, read by Mayor Heitke, and approved on a roll call
vote of Ayes 8, Noes 0.

Tax Rate Authorization

VWHEREAS, there are numerous factors that can potentially cause tax rates to
rise, and if the tax rate has to go up, the Cty of WIllmar w shes to be in
conpliance with the law that an authorizing resolution be adopted and fil ed.

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that if the tax rate of the Gty of WII nar
for the Year 2000 is higher than the tax rate certified by the County Auditor
under clause (3) of Section 2, Article 6, Chapter 243, Laws of M nnesota 1999,
the higher tax rate is hereby authorized by the City Council of WII mar.

BE I T FURTHER RESOLVED that an official copy of this adopted resolution be
filed with the County Auditor.

Mayor Heitke recogni zed two City enployees retiring with collectively 58
years of public service. The Mayor acknow edged Gayl e Larson and Wayne Hayunga,
Public Wirks Departnent, thanking each of them and extendi ng congratul ations.

The Finance Conmittee Report of Septenber 20, 1999, was presented to the
Mayor and Council by Council Menber Kelly. There were six items for Council
consi derati on.

IltemNo. 1 HRA Drector Dorothy Gaffaney appeared before the Committee
to present the WI Il mar Housi ng and Redevel opment Authority’s proposed budget for
the Fiscal Year June 30, 2000. The information was provided at this time in order
for the Council to have tine to review and formulate any questions before the
Novenber 22, 1999, budget neeting. This matter was for information only.

IltemNo. 2 Sara Titus, Fund Developrent Director for the Southwest
M nnesota Foundation, presented to the Commttee historical information on the
Foundation’s participation in Kandiyohi County and the Gty of WIInar. The
information showed the Gty has contributed a total of $93,544, an initial
contribution $25,000 and $10,000 a year after that for the next 5 years, and then a
final contribution of $18,544 based on $1 per capita.

It was noted the Foundation has provided a total of 94 grants totaling
$1, 188, 152 and 24 loans totaling $1, 209,300 i n Kandi yohi County since the program

began in 1986. Ms. Titus was requesting the Council consider an additional
contribution in the Year 2000. The Committee was infornmed that the Mayor has
i ncluded an anount of $10,000 in his proposed Budget. This matter was for

i nformati on only.

l[temNo. 3 The Committee reviewed a request from Kandilink for a $1,500
contribution to help fund efforts to nonitor tel ecomrunications for the WII mar
area. It was the consensus of the Commttee to contribute $500 to these initial
efforts. The Committee was reconmmending to the Council a resolution to appropriate
$500 fromthe Cabl e Franchise revenue. Resolution No. 2 was introduced by Council
Menber Kelly, seconded by Council Menber Anderson, read by Myor Heitke, and
approved on a roll call vote of Ayes 8, Noes 0.

Selni or Nutrition Funding and the Year 2000 Budget. This matter was for information
only.

The Finance Committee Report of September 20, 1999, was approved as
presented and ordered placed on file in the City Cerk’s Ofice upon notion by
Counci |l Menber Kelly, seconded by Council Menber DeBlieck, and carried.

The Conmunity Devel opnent Conmittee Report of Septenber 23, 1999, was
presented to the Mayor and Council by Council Menber DeBlieck. There were six
items for Council consideration.

I[temNo. 1 Kay Westlie presented a request to the Comrmittee relative to
the creation of a Heritage Preservati on Comm ssion and the adoption of a historic
preservati on ordinance. A nodel ordinance was submitted to staff and copies wll
be distributed to the entire Council. Ms. Westlie proposed a joint neeting
involving the City Council and Pl anning Comm ssion to hear a presentation from
the M nnesota Historical Society. Staff was asked to work with Ms. Westlie to
set up a future neeting. This matter was for information only.

ItemNo. 2 Mke Ntchals and Bruce Lichty addressed the Conmmittee on behal f
of Kandi Link relative to the |ocal telecommunications situation. The Committee
was asked to be prepared to participate in a response to the PUC regarding the
pending sale of US Wst. Kandi Link is working to identify issues to ensure that
| ocal telecommunication interests are protected. GConcern was expressed about netro
bias on the PUC. The group discussed how to best represent |ocal interests before
t he PUC.

It was a consensus of the Committee that the Council was interested and
concerned, and was comitted to participate in the US West sal e review process.
This matter was for information only

I[temNo. 3 The Committee reviewed the nost recent quarterly report for the
Rental Housing Inspection Program Staff explained that future reports will be
done semi-annually, and the format will be changed to better represent the status
of the program This matter was for information only.

I[temNo. 4 The Conmittee discussed the status of the Airport Project.
Wth the final environnental approval in-hand, staff is preparing a Request for



Statenents of Qualifications to select consultants for the next phases (funding
applications, engineering/design, acquisition/relocation, and construction
engineering). This natter was for information only.

ItemNo. 5 The Committee briefly discussed downtown parking as it rel ates
to the Courthouse debate. Staff indicated that the i ssue had been addressed at
the staff level, and that several parking options are being studied. This natter
was for information only.

I[temNo. 6 The Conmmittee reviewed the followi ng project updates: a new
clerical person, Rita Jacobson, has been hired, the Inspectors have been working
hard to pick up the Fire Marshal’s workload (i.e. plan reviews, code checks,
i nspections), year-to-date new constructi on exceeds $33 mllion, several changes
still have to be nade to the library project and approved by change order, staff
is working with devel opers on two production facility projects, another |arge
senior citizens housing conpl ex, and a possible second Fi xed Base (perator at the
airport. This matter was for information only.

The Conmunity Devel opnent Committee Report of Septenber 23, 1999, was
approved as presented and ordered placed on file in the Gty Qerk’s Ofice upon
noti on by Council Menber DeBlieck, seconded by Council Menber Fagerlie, and
carried.

Gty Administrator Schmit informed the Mayor and Council that the Cty has
recei ved an application for franchise authority consent to assignnent or transfer
of control from Bresnan Tel econmuni cations to Charter Communi cations. Follow ng
di scussi on, Council Menber Reese offered a notion to schedule a public hearing to
review the franchise transfer for Novenmber 17, 1999. Counci| Menber Kelly
seconded the notion, which carried. Council Menber Kelly nmoved to retain the
services of Brian G ogan of Mbss & Barnett to review the application with Council
Menber Reese secondi ng the notion, which carried.

Public Wrks Director Odens presented to the Mayor and Council bids
received for the construction of the Robbins |sland Boat Landing. Fol | owi ng
di scussion, Resolution No. 3 was introduced by Council Menber Kelly, seconded by
Counci | Menber Houl ahan, read by Mayor Heitke, and approved on a roll call vote
of Ayes 5, Noes 3 — Council Menbers Reese, Anderson and DeBlieck voted “No.”
